DENY WHOLESALE EXECUTIONS 


Mexico City Discredits Story of 
Slaughter of Mutineers. 


MEXICO CITY, March 18.—A report 
that a large number of the Federal 
soldiers who mutinied recently at 
Jojutla were executed is generally dis- 
credited here. It was based upon an 
oral statement made by Gen. Jiminez 
Castro to the War Minister. Gen. 
Castro was recalled frcm the military 
Governorship of Morelos and reached 
here yesterday. The War Office has 
no other information relative to the 
alleged executions, 

Gen. Castro reported that after the 
mutineers, who numbered about 1,000 
and were reinforced by Zapata ad- 
herents, had abandoned Jojutia they 
were closely pursued by the Federals. 
Many of them were killed in battle, the 
prisoners being executed at a village 
near the Morelos-Guerrero State line.

Restaurants without 
take out all-night licenses 
and may keep open until 
ing both food and drink. 

Hotels must close their bars at 1 A. M., 
but may serve food in any regular dining 
room at any time of the day or night. 
Hiotels may also take out all-night licenses 
for the purpose of entertaining private 
parties, and there will be no limitation to 
the closing time in such cases. 

Saloons catering to night workers may 
take out all-night licenses if they can show 
ja legitimate demand for same, but liquor 
must not served in back rooms after 
1 A. M. accordance with the State ex- 
cise law licenses cannot be ob- 
tained on Saturdays or Sundays, The Mayor 
will remain the final judge on applica- 
tions for all-night licenses. He has the 
power to issue or revoke such licenses at 
will, 


Members of the committee would not 
be led into any discussion of the ques- 
tion before them, but it was admitted 
that many letters protesting against 
extension of the ligquor-selling privi- 
leges had been received. A few mem- 
bers wanted it understood that the com- 
mittee was not laying claim to having 
solved the excise question in New York 
City. The last recommendation of the 
committee, it was pointed out, specifi- 
cally stated that a new excise law was 
needed. It was admitted that the com- 
mittee favored a more liberal excise 
law. 

‘“*Let the Legislature pass a liberal 
law, one that meets with popular ap- 
proval,”” said a member of the commit- 
tee. ‘“ Then let this city enforce that 
law. That is the solution and the only 
solution of the excise question in 
city.” 

Michael Furst and the Rev. Dr. Boyn- 
ton said that the committee had been 
impressed with the statements of the 
restaurant men at the public hearings 
to the effect that they did not want to 
violate the law, but that they wanted a 
law which would be just and 
able.

More Seats and More Standing 
Room, with Doors on the Sides. 


A model of the cars to be used in 
the Broadway Subway is now being 
exhibited by the Broadway Association 
at the Hotel Martinique. The new cars 
are 67 feet long and 10 feet wide, 
against 51 feet 5 inches by 8 feet 8% 
inches, the dimensions of those now in 
use. Aside from this increase in size 
there has been a considerable change 
in seating arrangements and in en- 
trances to the car There is no en- 
trance at the end of a car of the new 
type, but three sliding doors in each 
side. 

From the sides of the car partitions 
jut out, and seats are placed against 
them as well as along the sides. Under 
this arrangement the total seating 
capacity in rush hours, when the 
doors are working, is 78, and at ordi- 
nary times, when all but one of the

You and I may have 
criminal instincts, and it may have been 
our good fortune never to have had temp- 
tations thrown in our path. 

We all fill our places in life playing the 
game until we go out forever. I know the 
human side ‘of criminals, and I know that 
human lives are much alike, but when I 
see a man placing himself on a pedestal 
and calling his fellow-men criminals, lI 
mistrust that man. 

I am growing older. I have grown weary 
of this tribulation. It was not fair, it was 
not just, it was not human that I was tried 
on the charges and treated as I was. If 
my enemies had any sense of justice I 
should not have been called upon to defend 
myself, 

I have loved peace and law 
and I have loved my fellow-man.

THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION. 

The Workmen’s Compensation Com- 
mission, of which four members have 
been appointed, has, under the terms 
of the law, an éxcellent opportunity 
to develop a system for the preven- 
tion of accidents which will be worth 
quite as much as the system of.com- 
pensation, if not more.

The mutual in- 
surance companies are likely to be 
formed, especially at the outset, by 
members of one group, since the con- 
ditions of their business will be com- 
mon, and in the matter of accident 
prevention they will have like needs. 
It may be expected, therefore, that the 
rules formed by an association in any 
one group, subject to the approval of 
the Commission, may, with care and 
consultation, be made suitable for the 
guidance of the insurance companies. 
It is desirable that the Commission 
at an early date provide for a thor- 
ough examination of this subject, with 
the purpose of framing rules that 
can be as widely and cordially ac- 
cepted as possible. It is our judg- 
ment that the general adoption of ef- 
fectual rules by insurance companies 
and the formation of as many of these 
companies as can prudently be formed 
would in the long run accomplish most 
in the way of prevention, since they 
would provide a strong and continu- 
ing motive for the enforcement of the 
rules. The principle has been suc- 
cessfully applied to fire insurance 
in manufacturing districts, and there 
is no reason why it should not work 
equally well for accident prevention. 
We believe that it is in this direction 
that the new Commission can find a 
field for most fruitful labor.

$50,000 GIFT FOR MISSIONS. 


Methodist Board Received $410,000 
in a Year, Mostly Anonymous.

He was Seeretary to Andrew 
‘Freedman of the New York Nationals 
when Murphy was with that club, and 
came to Chicago at Murphy's request in 
December, 1905, soon after the latter 
had assumed the Presidency of the local 
ciub, He was appointed Associate Secre- 
tary, whieh position he held until 
Charles Williams resigned to go with 
the Chicago Federals, after which 
Thomas was appointed Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

The formal meeting of the club to-day 
resulted in Thomas's being made a 
stockholder, a Director, and finally 
being elected President, Temporarily, 
it was understood, Charlies Schmalstig 
of Cincinnati, a stockholder and busi- 
ness associate of Mr. Taft, was made 
Secretary.

Charles Heddon of Dowagiac, Mich., 
who has been courting much ill-luck in 
the amateur billiard tournament at the 
Amateur Billiard Club, came into his 
own yesterday afternoon, and his rad- 
ical style of billiards was rewarded with 
a run-of 135, which is a new mark in 
a national amateur tournament at the 
18.2 balk-line game.

The United States Steel Corporation 
had the largest turnover of business of 
any year in its history in 1913. The 
complete report for the fiseal year 
ended on Dec. SL issued yesterday, 
shows gross earnings of $796,894,200, as 
compared with $745,505,515 In 1912 and 
$757,014,767 in 1007, the next greatest 
year In point of revenue. 

While the aggregate ineome of the 
corporation from its mills, mines and 
railroads established a high reeord, the 
balance after paying running expenses 
and taxes was smaller than in 1907. 
This balan¢e was $187,181,344, as éém- 
pared with $108,174,67T2 in 1012 arid $18, - 
964A, in 1907. An important factor in 
reducing the amount saved for, depreci- 
ation, interest charges, dividends, &e., 
was an increase of wages amounting 
to about $11,000,000.

PLANS FOR HUDSON BRIDGE. 


Engineers Tell Auto Club of Pro- 
posals for North River Transit. 


Some 250 members of the Motor Truck 
of America, the Electric Vehicle 
Association, and similar organizations 
gathered at the monthly meeting of the 
club at the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica last night. They learned then in de- 
tail of the plans to connect New York 
with New Jersey by the largest bridge 
in the world and by tunnels. 

Members of both the New’ York State

bridge at Fifty-seventh Street was $42,- 
000,000 and that of the proposed tunnels 
at Canal Street $11,000,000. It was 
shown that five counties of New Jersey, 
Hudson, Essex, Passaic and 
Union, could finance easily one-half of 
the proposal by a thirty-five year bond

Eix-Senator Martin Saxe, counsel for

City had paid 75 per cent. of the two
